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Claims 1-7 are presented for examination. 

The amendments and remarks filed on May 17, 2005 have been received and entered. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable over 
Mayfroy-Camine et al., LaHaye et al. and further over Campbell et al. (6,177,419) and 
Crapo et al. for the reasons set forth on pages 2 and 3 of the office action of November 
1 7, 2004 and the following reasons. 

^ Campbell et al. teach the use of the claimed compounds in a phannaceutical 
formulation as mimetic of superoxide dismutase, which can used by any appropriate 
route of administration such as injection. See column 2, lines 22-46. The above 
reference differs from the claimed invention in the use of the compounds for the 
treatment of disorders such as macular degeneration. Crapo et al. teach the 
compounds of similar structure with porphyrin ring, which are SOD mimetic, can be 
used for the treatment of disorders such as glaucoma and macular degeneration. It 
would have been obvious for a person skilled in the art to use a compound having SOD 
mimetic activity for the treatment of macular degeneration, considering that Crapo et al. 
teach the use of similar compounds with SOD mimetic activity for the treatment of 
macular degeneration. One skilled in the art would have been motivated to combine the 
teachings of the above references, since one relates to the claimed compounds having 
Super oxide dismutase activities and the other relates to the use of compounds with 
super oxide dismutase activities for the treatment of macular degeneration. The 
determination of route of administration is considered to be within the skill of the artisan. 
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Applicant's arguments and remarks have been carefully considered, but are not 
deemed to be persuasive in view of the newly applied art.
